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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Weston: 

On the whole, it is a good report which I bring to 
you from The Land of Promise, the public schools. We 
now have four schools with an enrollment of fifty 
pupils. The teachers are all faithful, conscientious 
workers, giving you their best efforts, and cheerfully 
striving to make up for lack of equipment with an 
untiring zeal. 

Last June, nine pupils were graduated from the 
eighth grade. Six of these are now in. high school, 
and one other plans to go on with his education next 
year. Graduating exercises were held in Peabody Hall 
where a goodly number assembled for the occasion. 
After the exercises, a social hour was enjoyed and ice 
cream was served. The following Monday, the teach- 
ers took the graduating class on an automobile trip to 
Woodstock, where they visited the county buildings. 
On the way there, they called at the Coolidge home in 
Plymouth, where they were very cordially entertained 
by the President’s father. They returned through 
Rutland, visiting points of interest there. It was a 
profitable and most delightful trip. 

During the year some improvements have been mad:> 
in school buildings. The interior of the Village and 
pennett school rooms has been painted and some other 
repairs made. I have noted with pleasure the effort 
made by teachers and pupils to keep the rooms and 
grounds clean and tidy. The Bennett school still holds 
the banner in this respect. The Bennett, Island, and 
Shattuck schools have earned some money to help 
make their rooms more attractive. There is a phono- 
graph for the Island school, a new flag and bracket 
lamps for the Bennett school, and something for the 
Shattuck school not yet decided upon. 

The school board has added a few new books which 
have been much enjoyed by the children. And still 
the crying need is better school equipment. The most 
important duty of the town is the maintenance of the 
public schools. It is a tremendous responsibility and it 
rests not alone with the teacher and the: school board, 
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but with every man and woman in the town. The great 
question should not be how little we can spend and still 
maintain a legal school, but how much we can afford 
to invest in our children. Some of these boys and girls 
cannot be kept down. The spirit of liberty, endurance 
and achievement is in their blood, and in spite of all 
drawbacks, they will take their places in the ranks of 
worthwhile men and women, who constitute the very 
“backbone of American democracy. But why not lift 
them ALL to that high destiny which is theirs by 
right? Then give the schools your hearty support. 
Be loyal to the teacher. Have faith in the child, your 
child, your neighbor’s child. Wonderful possibilities 
are wrapped up in them waiting for parent and teacher, 


working together, to unfold. “Then give to them the — 


best you have, and the best will come back to you.” 
The pupils and teachers of the Village school have 
done janitor work amounting to $10.25 to help pay the 
cost of painting their school room.
